1 . Claims 60 - 80 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant discloses a 
novel non- volatile resistance variable device comprising, in the context of the entire claim, a 
resistance variable chalcogenide material having diffused metal ions, a second electrode adjacent 
to the chalcogenide material, and either an actinic energy blocking material on the second 
electrode or a layer of amorphous silicon, silicon oxynitride, silicon rich silicon nitride, silicon 
rich silicon dioxide, tungsten, tungsten nitride, or mixtures thereof 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited prior art teaches resistance variable chalcogenide materials with barrier 
materials. In particular, Kozicki (US 6,487,106) teaches a device with an actinic energy 
blocking material which is formed on the chalcogenide material. Cerrina (Lithography) teaches 
lithography techniques which use actinic energy to pattern photosensitive materials.
